An intensive search of the entire locality surrounding 


the place where the body of Mrs. Frank Sharp, hammer 
murder victim, was found, the route over which the Sharp 
car is believed to have traveled, and "the route over which 
Sharp says he wag taken by the bandits, failed Thursday 
morning to reveal any new evidence in the case. The search 
will continue, State Sheriff Condit said, until dark, and pos- 
sibly Friday if nothing is found. Sharp is being held at the 
penitentiary. Hours of grilling last night failed to shake his 
first sitory of his wife's abduction by holdup men Tuesday 
night.

Woman's Purse Found. 


A pocketbook belonging to Mrs. 


Sharp which has been missing since 
Tuesday -i*tgUt, and «rtu«fr~*he~of- 
flcers believed might have disap- 
peared along with Sharp's coat, 
watch and pocketbook. was found 
this morning in the Sharp home by 
relatives, according to State Sheriff 
Condit. 
Leaving the state sheriff's office 


shortly after ten o'clock this morn- 
ing, the searching party went care- 
fully over the route which Sharp 
said" he thought he was taken by 
the holdups. Along this route the 
officers searched for any evidence 
that might indicate more definitely 
the exact spot where the slaying 
took place. It is, the theory of the 
officers that Mrs. Sharp was killed 
by her assailant and that then the 
car was'drlven to the place two miles 
north of Havclock wliere it was 
found Wednesday morning by Minte 
Schmidt. The finding of the ham- 
mer 
handle 
nearly a half mile 


south of the car is believed to be 
positive evidence that it was either 
lost as the murderer drove 
his victim or that it was carried 
back by the slayer after he left 
the car. 
Arriving at the place where bait 
creek crosses the Twenty-second 
street road, the searchers split up 
into two parties. One headed by 
State Sheriff Condit, searched the 
road "and the Uclnity surrounding 
the place where the car was found. 
They hoped especially to find the 
lens from Mrs. Sharp's glasses 
•which is missing. 


Search Creek Channel. 


The other 
party 
searched the 


banks and channel of Salt creek, 
carefully investigating every bit of 
debris which was deposited along 
the banks. It was thought possible 
that the overcoat, shirt, watch and 
pocketbook might have been tied up 
in a bundle and been thrown into 
the stream. If such were the case 
there is a possibility that the bun- 
dle might have lodged along the 
banks of the stream. Several men 
with rakes scoured the bottom of 
the creek in an effort to find the 
bundle In case, it had sunk to the 
bottom. A search of this kind for 
more than a mile down the creek 
to the east, failed to yield any re- 
sults. 
A vacant house which is located 


about a quarter of a mile south of 
where the car was found was also 
searched but with no results.

HITS VERDON 


Several Business Establish- 


ments Wiped Out By Blaze 
of Unknown Cause; Sec- 
ond Disastrous Fire In Vil- 
lage This Month.

FALLS CITY, Neb'., March 18.— 


Fire which started from an unde- 
termined cause in the basement of 
the 
Ben Schober restaurant at 


Verdon, ten miles northwest of here, 
Wednesday night caused a loss of 
$50,000. The restaurant, a two story 
building, Sloan's Hardware stock, 
Charles Schobcr's harness shop, Dr. 
Medlar's office and C. M. Heinzel- 
man's Insurance office are a com- 
plete Voss. The Nemlsh bake shop 
was badly damaged and the mov- 
ing picture theater was wrecked. 
Part of the loss was covered by, 
insurance. 
The fire had "gained only a small 


headway when discovered and a 
bucket brigade was hastily formed 
but the workers were unable to get 
to the source of the blaze and were 
powerless to stop the fire. The fire

were able to prevent the blaze from 
spreading. 


The fire was the second disast- 


rous" one that Verdon has had this 
month. On March 2 the Verdon 
mill and Mrs. Eliza Goolsby's resi- 
dence burned at a $20,000 loss.

i raska farms is the smallest in many 
years, the state and federal division 
of agricultural statistics said In -a 
Deport made public Thursday. The 
[number of mules was also reported 
below that of last year, but above 
(the 1920 figures. 


The number of horses in Neb- 


•rfska has decreased, the report said 
from 961,000 head in 1920, to 833,- 
000 head in 1926, or 13.4 per cent 
Prices in Nebraska have risen from 
the low points reached in 1922 and 
1SI24 of $57 per head to $61 on Jan- 
uary 1, 1926, while the average -price 
ir. the United States at present is' 
$65.An important p_pint in the liorse 
situation, the report points out, is 
that of the total number of horses 
In the United States, only 7.2 per 
cent are colts under two years of 
lase. This shows that a larg-e num- 
ber of the total horses on hand are 
eld horses and unless more colts arc 
| raised in future years than in 1925 
tiie number of horses on farms will 
lall to approximately one half the 
present number, or the average life 
must exceed 15 years. 


With the continuation of the low 


birth rate of colts, which declined 
from 95 per 1.000 head of horses and 
mules in 1920 to 42 per 1,000 during 
! 1925, the reduction in the number 
" of work animals will undoubtedly be 
r.'uch greater in the next five years 
than since 1920. Just when this re- 
duction 
will cause a shortage of 
work animals depends upon the ex- 
tent to which farmers adopt the us« 
of mechanical power as a substitute 
for horse power. 


The report advised the individual 


farmer to study carefully the type of 
power best suited to his o\vn farm 
and decide his own need for horse 
and mule replacement three to ten 
years hence'. This need may be 
^•ther met by raising- . colts 
or 


by buying- horses and mules young 
enough to live through the period.

Manila in the early 
morning: of April 8, 1925. She was 
the step-daughter of Capt. Hamil- 
ton P. Calmes, medical corps and 
they were engaged, to be married.

Thompson, had driven from Fort 
McKinley to the Army and Navy 
club 
where Miss Burlelgh 
had

sage of the declaration which re- 
ferred to the government's desire to 
change the system of electing mem- 
bers of the chamber, he added "the 
country has its eyes on you and la 
awaiting anxiously your action." 


Shout* from Opposition. 


In reply to this, the parties of th»- 


right and center shouted almost in 
unison, " yes, it is ^-Hlngr for the 
dissolution of this chamber." 


The chamber, 
after hearing the 


declaration, proceeded immediately 
to discussion of interpellation, on 
foreign policies. It is expected that 
a vote on the declaration 
will be 
reached tomorrow. 


"It is this government's 
urgent 


duty to insure sincere and complete 
balancing of the budget," the de- 
claration says. ' -f we can count 
upon the active and whole-hearted 
collaboration 
of both 
assemblies, 


the country may look forward with- 
out fear to prompt 
financial re- 


storation of the treasury, which is 
the aim of all our efforts. 


"Right now we ask you to observe 


exceptional

chief contention set forth in a brief 
filed by the statistical committee 
representing railway and utility 
commissions of a number of fcvest- 
ern states,-with the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
U. G. Powell of Lincoln, rate ex- 
pert for the Nebraska commission, 
is chairman of this committee. The 
brief was prepared by hitnself and 
Hugh Lamaster, special counsel for 
the commission, after advising wlt'.i 
the representatives of other inter- 
ested states. 
Jt is called to the federal commis- 


sion's attention that the railroad 
companies have not reduced their 
passenger service and operating ex- 
penses in proportion to the falling- 
off in passenger revenue, and that 
passenger trams now carry a great- 
er average of cars than thev did 
when the business was heavier. 


Freight traffics, it is pointed out, 


vielded 5.52 per cent on the invest- 
ment in 1924, in webtt-rn territory, 
while passenger net earnings were 
only 1.39 per cent on the property 
devoted to that branch of service.

September. 


No good could come out of the effort at this time 


to reach a satisfactory settlement qf the issues which 
have arisen. In the field of international relations, 
delay Is generally more efficacious than Immediate 
action, especially when the latter is certain to be in- 
jnfluenced and blinded bj' prejudice and passion. 


A full summer 
of contemplation and 
reflection 


should provide plenty of time for the hotheads 
to 


cool. 


Let it be said to the credit of the German nation 


that she has conducted herself 
with praiseworthy 


spirit In this trying crisis In league affairs. She has 
met- rebuff calmly and while Insistent in her position, 
has advanced her claims with 'a diermty and a calm- 
ness which compels admiration. Even though it must 
have *een a severe disappointment to her to have 
decision on her application for membership postponed 
until next September, Germany has Indicated she will 
not withdraw her application but will give the coun- 
cil an opportunity to straighten out its internal diffi- 
culties which have been precipitated by the question, 
of enlarging the circle- There has not been an action 
which the German people have taken since the close 
of the war which is more impressive and convincing. 
How would France, Great Britain and Italy have con- 
ducted themselves under similar circumstances? The 
German government has provided ample evidence of a 
desire to further the cause of peace. 


Any considerable change in the membership of tho 


council Invokes such grave consequences that 
the 


question should not be disposed of without mature 
consideration 


If Poland Is to be accorded a seat, what disposition 


shall be made of the claims of other nations, 
who 


also belong to the league and do not have permanent 
representation upon the council? How shall Brazil's 
continued demand for a permanent council seat be 
met? 


The last three weeks have been most trying days In 


their

future of the league.

time it appeared 
that all the 
fruits 


of 
these years of conciliation and 
compromise 


would 
be 
sacrificed to the 
fears. 
suspicions, 


and'Tacial jealousies which suddenly and unexpected- 
ly developed. The faith which made Locarno possible 
was .shattered. Europe icturned to dark familiar paths 
in which intrigue has figured so consistently. 


The crisis, which has been temporarily averted by 


the decision to postpone action until September, was 
by far the most serious of any with which the league 
has been confronted. It was menacing because those 
nations which have heretofore contributed so largely 
to fhe spirit behind the league found themselves hope- 
lessly engulfed in confused currents of distrust. The 
methods which made Locarno possible were aban- 
doned for the old trl keries of statesmanship. 


Another gleam of hope comes from that session of 


the league council at which agreement was reached 
to postpone 
action. 
The signatories of the agree- 


m^nts reached at Locarno issued a communique, reaf- 
firming their faiths in the pact 
If th» same spirit of 


generosity and fair play is shown when the league 
again tackles Its problem of membership, solution 
will not be difficult 


THE BUILDING ARTISAN'S PAY CHECK. 


The federal department of labor Is reported to have 


estimated that there are between 750,000 and 800,000 
men engaged In the building trades In the country. 
These craftsmen during- the last year earned about 
12,240,000,000, which is slightly less than fifty per 
cent of the total amount spent for construction during 
the twelve months. 


If the figures given as to the number of men em- 


ploj-ed in these crafts are correct, and thejr are said 
to be generally accepted by the heads of union organ- 
izations, the earnings of the skilled and the unskilled 
each day would be $8,000,000, which Is based on an av- 
erage of $10 per day per man. As each woik year is 
supposed to average about 280 days, It Is seen that the 
total paj-roll runs into tho billions. 


Notwithstanding the fat* that manj' have said that 


the country is overbuilt, there is no indication that 
there will be any diminution of activity along this 
line during the current year, e-speciallly in. the central, 
western and part of the southern sections. The de- 
mand for dwelling and apartment houses in the parts 
mentioned has not nearly been satisfied, nor is- it 
probable that It will be for sorue time to come. 


There 
has been tremendous building activity in 


certain parts of the south during the past year, and it 
may be that there wlli be some letup in some of the 
cities of Florida and other states 
However, those 


who are interested in those particular localities insist 
that present growth is on a solid foundation and that 
there will be no recession. Certain it is that In this 
particular part of the country there has been no over- 
building, nor is there llkelj- to he. 


There are now 300 hotels under construction m the 


United States, the cost of -which will total $132,000,- " 
000. Arthur L Lee, treasurer of the New York Ho- 
tel Men's association, said a. few c^ys ago that this 
number is beyond the country's needs, this being par- 
ticularly so as to New York City 
This may of course 


be true, but Lincoln and Nebraska people know that 
It does not apply to the situation in'this city and it is 
doubtless wrong as to many other places 
where ho- 


tel facilities are being increased 


Building- was greatly neglected during the -war and 


it must necessarily take some time for the builders to 
catch up with the demand, so there is every reason 
to believe that in this part of the country the j ear to 
come will be just as active, if not more so, ^han the 
one preceding

"My mother is getting way overweight and insists she likes her food 
too well to stop. Isn't she In danger?—P." 


You have to judge the caloric value of meats by the fact that two 


ounces of lean meat are approximately 100 calories. Fat meat will reg- 
ister approximately 150 calories or more to th« two ounces' An ordin- 
ary sized chop—the meat about 2 r 2 1-2 is 100 calorics; pork chop the 
same size about 300 .calories. 


Yes, ice cream is a good health food. It -varies so much m richness 


that you just have to guess at the caloric value 
Ordinarily rich, 
it 


would be two and one-half rounding tablespoonfuls to the 100 calories 


Yes, jou ought to get a good rosy complexion by eating lots of 


fruits and vegetables and milk, and having plenty of exercises, a daily 
scrub and lots of fresh air day and night.

meeting. This plan makes the pres- 
ident-treasurer an absolute czar of 
the league. 


The Beltzer plan fixes the month- 


ly salary limit at $1,400 per month 
and limits each 
club to no more 


than fourteen players, only one of 
whom on each club may have had 
previous 
cxperlenoe 
In organized 


baseball. This single exception was 
made in providing for a player- 
manager on each team. 


Receipts by all clubs must 
be 


paid over in full to the 
president- 


treasurer, who shall have complete' 
control of all expenditures for sal- 
aries and all other purposes. This 
check by the league head on league.* 
expenses is to prevent the evil of 
salary-kiting:, which has wrecked 
three previous State leagues in Ne- 
braska. 


Young Player* Only. 


The league organizers figure that 


by engaging none but young ball 
players, while holding rigidly to the 
salary limit, State league ball can 
be made a fixture 
In 
Nebraska. 


Previous league clubs, for Instance, 
were paying $3,000 to $4.000 a month 
In salaries, whereas the new leaguo 
can pay nor more than $1,400. All re- 
ceipts and expenses by the eight 
clubs are to be pooled and all will 
share alike in the emoluments and 
the burdetis. 
Money derived from 


the development and sale of players 
, to leagues of higher 
classification 


will go Into the common

treasury and be divided between the 
clubs.

Search I* Fruitle««. 
Two parties of officers searching 


the streams and fields near where 
Mrs. Sharp's body was fouad dis- 
covered nothing up to 1 o'clock 
Thursday. Karl Schmidt, formerly 
of the state sheriff's office, who 
was assisting, believed that Mrs. 
Sharp was beaten to death on a. 
side street in Have'lock and the car 
then driven to the place where it 
was found. Other officers believed

with courtesy and I appreciate it," 
he said. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sharp wont Tues- 
day evening: from their home at 
1618 L atreet, Lincoln, to tho home 
of a relative, Mrs. Stanley, Wilson, 
In University Place. Sharp believes 
they left there about 8:30 o'clock, 
stopped In a minute or two to look 
at a supposedly flat tire, and then 
spent a, half hour with the bandits 
who relieved 
him 
of money and 
a watch, he says, bound and blind- 
folded htm, and put him out of the 
car 10 minutes later. 
Sharp was questioned and re- 
questioned by County Attorney Mat- 
son regarding- the details of the 
holdup and 
everything: that fol- 


lowed until he wasi 
turned out of 
the car blindfolded and bound. 
The two holdups he described as 
one 
being tall, blond, 
weigfhing: 
about 160 pounds and wearing 
a 
light colored overcoat. .The other, 
a short inan, wore no overcoat. He 
was the one. who Sharp said took 
his overcoat after he was ordered 
to lake it off. 
Asked about the overcoat which 
was found over the 
body of Mrs. 
Sharp, he explained that that was 
an old one which he had carried in 
the car 
for several weeks, and 
which was used to keep the up- 
holstering from getting dirty when 
he war wearing his working clothes.

ney Matson, confronted Sharp with 
the stained blindfold. He also told 
him of the stains, believed ,to be 
blood, which were found or. Sharp's 
clothes. At first Sharp said he had 
no idea how they g-ot there and said 
that he did not 
know they were 
there until the officers called his 
attention to them. A few minutes 
later he said, "I don't believe they 
are blood stains, they are probably 
stains from black raspberry juice, 
We have 
some black raspberries 
at the house." 
The blood soaked overalls, blanket 


and ovecoat 
which were 
found 


over the body of Mrs. Sharp, where 
then shown to him. 
He examined 


them all very carefully and then 
told the officers that t,he overalls 
had been 
in Ihe car for several 


weeks. He had already explained 
the presence of the overcoat.

don't know how the blanket got

".eft shoe fitted that at the bridge. 
Measurements of the original foot- 
prints and those made later with 
Sharp's shoes are duplicates also, 
the. attorney asserts.
